Rosy Future For 


Co-Ops Foretold 


By Senator Smith 


South Carolinian Makes Telling Impression on 


1,200 Farmers Who Gather Here to Hear 
Him Discuss Principles of Co-Operative 
Marketing—Makes Plea for Unity. 


Despite the unusually busy season among farmers in this great 


bright tobacco-growing region and the imperative demands made 
upon them by their great money crop and its conservation at this 
season, an audience of perhaps twelve hundred tobacco growers of 
this and adjoining Virginia and North Carolina counties today greet- 
ed United States Senator Ellison Durant Smith, of South Carolina, 
a pioneer protagonist of the agricultural interests in Congress and 
gave him an ovation in his really brilliant presentation of the cause 
of co-operative marketing, the compelling reasons for it and his 
logic in pleading for that organization which is essential to the 
attainment of the largest and best results in any line of human en- 
deavor. 


As the speaker made telling point after point, or interpolated 


homely illustrations that drove home some vital point in his argu- 
ment to the' clear comprehension of all his hearers, he was greeted 
with enthusiastic applause, or with spontaneous laughter'as the hu- 
mor of some of his ^lustrations irresistably impelled. At times he 
reached an impassioned note in his genuine zeal for the cause in be- 
half of which he was speaking. In his exordium he touched heights 
of real oratory and genuine eloquence as' in balanced oratorical 
period he painted a beautiful picture and drew a timely and impres- 
sive lesson from nature, the point of which was an appeal to get 
out of the shadow of, isolation and into, the commanding heights of 
organizatioit'on- which the sunlight of prosperity refulgently glows. 


The ' attendance at the tabernacle1 


•was not BO large as* had been hoped 
but the curtailed number was readily 
explained by the fact that this is the 
busiest time for the growers of to- 
bacco In this section. 
All of them 


are busily engaged ctatting and cur- 
ing their tobacco and the day being 
fair and bright held many in 
the 


fields performing this vital task who 
otherwise might have been here. This 
was recognized on every hand as be- 
ing the principal factor In the failure 
to come here of more tobacco grow- 
era. 
t 
F. V. Shelton. of the co-operative 


organization in this county, presided 
and presented the first speaker, John 
R. Hutcheson, of the Virginia Poly- 
technic Institute, -who presided 
and 


made, the introductory addresj. in 
which be appealed to every grower 
to get together with his fellows and 
go back home and call his local to- 
gether "and" tell them what is said 
and done here." He urged them also 
to get their visiting committee busy 
and visit the weak-kneed members of 
the organization and stimulate them 
to renewed zeal and effort, especially 
in the month of October. 
, 
3fc Shelton then introduced Mr. 


Hutcheson who reminiscently recalled 
a meeting in this tabernacle In 1920. 
when the price of leaf tobacco had 
dropped from 50 to 20 eents a pound. 
That was the largest meeting of farm- 
ers ever held in this State he asserted. 
After telling of the effects of' this ini- 
tial meeting and the growth of the 
co-ope"rative organization, he 'said the 
meeting here today was to review the 
work of the last eighteen months. The 
co-operative association had helped 
mightily to raise the price of the 1922 
bright tobacco crop, five cents per 
pound, and more than 800,000.000 
pounds of tobacco grown last year 
had been sold at a fair price. "We're 
going to win this flght If it takes ten 
years to do it." he emphatically "as- 
serted* and bis prophetic determina- 
tion elicited approving applause. 


Concluding, 
Professor 
Hulcheso«i 


introduced _Senator Smith of South 
Carolina, one of the initial farm bloc 
organizers, whom he presented to the 
most loyal body of farmers In the 
United States. 
The audience voiced 


its approval in a handsome greeting 
of the distinguished visitor, a man 
who is a national figure and one sus- 
tained by the support of his OWE peo- 
pl£ in an agricultural State. 


The Senator opened his address by 
saying in a semi-facetious vein that 
he could close his eyes and 'magiiie 
himself addressing an audience of 
South Carolinians, adding that this 


the highest compliment he could 


pay his hearers.' Turning lo the funda- 
mental portion of his serious address. 
he eu3o«1?xx3 the marvelous power of 
the human intellect, and declared that 
the men with eyes to see and ears to 
hear are opening the doors of the 
kingdom to all who would enter, the 
rightful kingdom of the agricultural 
element of the population. 


When I said 'Ladies and gentle- 


men". 
I might have said fe!3ow citi- 
zens." said the sanator reverting to a 
lighter, more playful mood, "but for 
the lief of me I couldn't see why -wo- 
men -wanted any more power than 
they had." Turning his thought to 
the potentialities of co-operation. She 
senator said the law of co-opTsUon 
Is as fixed «s the 3av of gravitation 
Those -who produce the wealth of Jhe 
wor3d. be deglarfd, should enjoy th" 
fruits of their labors in the fa3r pro- 
fit on what they produced.

he said, "still had a little, and the 
other class of the population—had a 
little st!33," a sally which evoked 
laughter and applause as tbo hearers 
caueht the double entendre. 
~ Interpreting real, genuine educa- 
tion, the speaker said It did not con- 
cist In & mere knowledge of letters 
and nirores. btat first In the develop- 
ment °' the power to think logically, 


truthfully and to hold to one's con- 


clusions and convictions. "I am here 
to talk to an audience of men, to sow 
the seeds to the end that we may have 
a. larger crop of masihood. What's the 
use of trying to organise the farm- 
ers, the disparagers of the co-opera- 
tive movement asked; every such ef- 
fort in the past has failed. Then tak- 
ing the case of his first-born's Infant 
efforts to walk, with the aid of her 
parents, the senator depicted how the 
little toddler fell time after time with 
a bump, or would have fallen but for 
the protecting intervention of par- 
ental arms. Turning to the analogy 
of the organization of tobacco-grow- 
ers in_its incipiency. he applied the Il- 
lustration. God intended the baby to 
walk, and, it was enabled to carry out 
that plan and intention with the co- 
operation of mother and father*. 


Through millions of years -when 


water and fire came into contact there 
was the hissing of steam created 
thereby . lien saw and heard the 
phenomenon but did not realize its 
message nor gr&sp and apply its pos- 
sibilities. 
The materialized thought 


of the hisfcing of the tea kettle had 
revolutionized locomotion and motive 
power. 
Compounding this illustra- 


tion 
by citing the 
experience of 


Franklin with his kite in the develop- 
ment of electricitj and of Marconi in 
his discovery of the effect of the au- 
rora on his electric appliances, he 
likened these to the discover}' and ap-

through co-operation. 
"If they may 


solve those problems, why may we 
who produce it not solve the simple 
probfem of fixing the price of a pub- 
lic necessity'" asked the speaker as 
he drove his argument to its intended 
conclusion 
"Thousands of my people 


are producing the comforts and the 
luxuries 6f life, yet themselves coin? 
barefoot and naked", said the senator 
in stressing the justice and the im- 
pelling reason for co-operation for 
the relief of these fundamental eco- 
nomic wrongs. 


Touching briefly upon his own ef- 


forts to aid the farmer. Senator Smith 
cited his amendment of the federal re- 
serve act so as to extend the period of 
credit in the interest of farmers. That 
act as it was passed was the greatest 
ever enacted in the interest of equity 
and Justice. 


Citing the two forms of production, 


natural and artificial, the 
speaker 
stressed the opportunity of the artifi- 
cial nroducer to fix the price of his 
commodity and contrasted the inabil-

turned over on a bend in the road. None of the occupants 
of the machine was seriously injured although their hurst 
were sufficiently severe to warrant their being brought back 
to Danville on Train No. 19. after receiving first aid 
from Dr. R. M. Shelton, of Gretna. 


They were brought back to Gretna on a car driven by 


Rupert Powell. Examination of the injuries showed that 
Miss Rison was suffering from a severe cut over the eye from 
which she had bled freely. Mrs. Oakey was found to be 
suffering from an injured back and painful bruises about 
the face and head, while Mr. Oakey had no scars. All were 
suffering considerably from the shock as result of the acci- 
dent. Rev. and Mrs. Oakey were able to be brought to 
Danville in the passenger coach while Miss Rison was placed 
on a cot which was put in the baggage car. On the arrival 
of the train in Danville Townes invalid car was waiting to 
carry Miss Rison to the hospital where a more careful ex- 
amination of her hurts was given. Eev. and Mrs. Oakey 
were conveyed to the home of Mrs. P. R, Jones on Main 
street. 


The party, was on the way to the Valley of Virginia 


for a motor tour and left Danville at about six o '.clock this 
morning. The accident is said to have been caused by

He also gets daily reports from 
the leading markets on apples, Irish 
potatoes, sweet potatoes and other 
farm products in season. "Within the 
near future he says he hopes to be

can obtain reports fiom the prin- 
cipal markets on any farm product 
being marketed.
